Sometimes It's.Easy, 


"In the finished picture, Mr. Ar- 


buckle will look perfectly natural as a 
baby, which will be an excellent il- 
lustration of bow easy it is to deceive 
the human senses. 


You will notice that in these acenes, 


Mr. Arbuckle's surroundings, such as 
the baby carriage and the fence, and 
the high chair, table and bowl b£ 
inush, are ail in the same proportion 
to the star as an ordinary baby car- 
riage and dining room furniture would 
be to a normally sized baby. When 
these scenes are filmed," th'a camera 
view is limited only tp the star and 
the largo properties about him. Thus, 
these things without the presence of 
other objects of comparative size, are 
rendered perfectly natural-in size, with 
the result that Mr. Arbuckle looks, on 
the screen like a. small baby, with tne 
characteristic Roscoe Arbuckle ex- 
pression on its face.

HE other day I looked through 


-a-batch-of-letters which ad- 
miring fans had written and 


sent to "one of ' my friends, a well- 
known star. And as I laid down ths 
last one, .1. asked .myself: "Has tne 
whole world gone mad? Are the pso- 
ple of this country suffering from a 
plague of letter writing lunacy?" 


Before going any further-let me as- 


sure you that I know, as do tie play- 
ers, that the reading and answering 
of letters from the fans are among the 
most valuable and important features 
of their work. As a single example 
of this, it is said that Mary Miles Min- 
ter was able to convince the Realart 
officials of her popularity by the con- 
crete evidence ot her lists of cor- 
respondents, which numbered far into 
the thousands. 


The letters wMch are courteous and 


intelligent supply , the much-appreci- 
ated, and the only applause which the 
player receives. And from these let- 
ters the producers have been able to 
ascertain, in more than one case, the 
type of play iu which a star was most 


- popular. But in view of the tremend- 
ous personal expense to which the 
better-known stars are put by their 
correspondence, I so'metlmes woader 
whether all of this expense is justified. 
For I happen to know what it costs 
some players to answer fan mail and 
send photographs.

Ad for Mary Pickford, sho has an of- 


fice full of stenographers, in addition 
to her personal secretary. So volum- 
inous is Mary's outgoing mail that ths 
Los Angeles post office has requested 


hsr to use canceled stamps, thus sav- 
ing Uncle Sam the expense of hiring 
several extra clerks just to cancel'the 
Pickford postage! 


The unfortunate thing about this 


correspondence is (hat so large a pro- 
portion of letters contain preposterous, 
impossiblle. and often insincere re- 
quests. 


These include proposals that the star 


marry or adopt the writer or give him 
—or her—a job; there are urgent in- 
vitations to appear as guest of honor 
at parties and receptions at far-away 
places; there are demands that the 
star purchase scenarios from the writ- 
er, sometimes with dire threats added, 
in case he should .prefer not to do so; 
here are urgent and tearful appeala 
for clothing, money, and locks of hair. 
If Tony or Dick or Tommy attempted 
to grant these latter requests they'd 
have to play penitentiary-convict roles, 
their heads would be cropped so close- 
ly. 


Of course, the greatest number of re- 


quests are for photographs. It is per- 
fectly natural that 
admiring fans 


should want photographs of their fa- 
vorites. But if the fans had any idea 
of the way in which their requccts-^In 
the aggregate—were cutting down the 
stars' salaries I think that more of 
them would inclose enough postage 
stamps to cover the expense of the 
photograph and the mailing. 


It is also rather discouraging to the 


players to know—aa they do—that so 
many of their requests for photographs 
come through no personal interest m 
the star, but because the writer is 
simply trying to collect as many pho- 
tographs as possible, at the players' 
expense. As proof of this, requests 
are received every day at the Metro 
studios for photographs of "Miss Lill- 
llanWay." Lillian Way is the name of

the street on which the studio is locat* 
ed. 


I have not written this in order to 


discourage the fans from writing to 
the players. As I emphasized at th» 
outset, intelligent, appreciative, cour- 
teous letters, and even those which 
are honestly critical, are 
eagerly 


looked for, read, and answered, so fttf 
as the players' time allows. 


The proportion of letters which fall 


Into this class is so small that this U 
not so large a job as might be im- 
agined. 


But certain types of letters should 


be discouraged, if only to help reliera 
th'e overburdened secretarial and post- 
office forces. In order to point out to 
the fans some of the things to avoid 
when writing to a star, Miss Betty 
Blythe recently had widely circulated 
the list of "Don'ts" for correspondent*. 
The list, which is worth repeating, 1* 
as follows: 


"Don't ask a star what she does with 


her old clothes. She probably wear* 
them. 


"Don't ask if she ia married. Lt« 


gal action may be pending, BO she can't 
really tell you. 


"Don't ask a star's age. It encour- 


ages lying. 


"Don't propose marriage to a film 


actress. She might accept you and d»« 
stray your Illusions. 


"Don't ask advice about entering pic. 


tures. It's bound to be discouraging 


"Don't submit a scenario to a Btar. 


She's probably trying to sell one of hat 
own. 


"Don't forget Uncie Sam demand* 


postage. He's no philanthropist. 


"Don't be angry If a star does not 


answer your letter. Her intention* 
may be good, but her right arm weak. 
And 'remember sincere, sane letter* 
always are appreciated."

the efforts «f these men and women 
will eventually return, and so be tan 
tamount to the exportation of mate- 
rials. This situation is also assod 
ated with the fact that Italy cannoi 
supply her own food necessities. It Is 
economically sound, therefore, that 
Italian labor should live abroad and 
remit its surplus to the homeland, 


Since the armistice Italy has re- 


sumed her Industrial life with con* 
slderable rapidity. She has not been 
free from the uncertainties of radical 
political action, but there Is every 
evidence tnat these are on the dedlna 
Italy Is at work as completely as any 
nation in Europe and more to than 
most of them.

necessary a rapid increase te the areas 
under cultivation for food. It is ques- 
tionable whether the intensivenem of 
cultivation could be Increased, but proj- 
ects for the reclamation of land along 
the rivers and adjacent to the sea are 
under way and these forecast large 
increases in the corn and other cereal 
areas.
